This letter acknowledges the receipt of your above-listed Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request in which you request the following: 

A documents relating to usage of Automated License Plate Recognition (ALPR) 
technology by the Metropolitan Police Department (MPD), including but not limited 
to documents indicating: 

scope of ALPR deployment;
